Provision has been made for the erection of 1 
‘new church in that neighborhood, and at our next meeting I hope to announce tht 
completion of the edifice and the permanent establishment of another congregation 
in that fertile country. :

In the latter part of ees @ communication was received an the Rey. 
Hiram Wheeler, which induced me, after consultation with several of the brethren, 
to call a special meeting of the Ministerium, to be held at Churchtown on the third 
of February. On account of the violent storm of the day previous, which raised 

_ “the waters, swept away bridges, and rendered the roads impassable in many places, 
__ Dr. Strobel and myself were the. only members present at the appointed meeting, 
and consequently no constitutional action could be taken in the premises. Arrange- 
- ments were however made, mutually satisfactory to all parties, by which it was 
agreed that the final settlement of the difficulty should be deferred until the annual 
‘meeting of the Ministerium at this place. A special communication in relation to 
this matter will be made when the beotheun one assembled in reipraencess 

ness of the Rev. Charles Rechenberg were presented by some individuals who were 

formerly members vf his church at Syracuse. Mr. Rechenberg, who had previous- 
ly advised me of those charges, demanded an instant investigation, and a due regard 
to the character and reputation of a worthy brother so violently assailed, as well as 
the interests of our beloved church in that. growing village, induced me to appoint 
a committee to visit that place, and investigate the matter. The committee, con-— 
sisting of the Rev.: Dr. Strobel, and Rev. Messrs. Martin and Wetzel, entered upon 
their duties the first week of June. After a long and patient examination of docu- 
ments, and receiving the testimony of many witnesses, they, at the close of a three 
days’ session, unanimously acquitted Mr. Rechenberg of all the charges affecting 
his moral character, and fully exonerated him from all reproach. At the request of 
the committee, I examined the documents and testimony, approved of their decision 


= _ by my official signature, and sent the same to Syracuse for publication. We trust

~ Rev. Dr. Mayer remarks: “ Our Sunday School, with its appendages, c our Mis- 


—sionary Society, and our institutions for the relief of the poor, continue in useful 


Considerable assistance is annually given to our Foreign Mission and to 
the Bible cause. The church edifice is undergoing a complete alteration; and 


_ whilst this.is in progress, the congregation are worshipping, by the kind permission 


of our German brethren, in St. Michael’s Church, on Fifth Street.” 
Dr. Wackerhagen says: “The religious improvement of his congregations seems to 


_. be progressing; the number of catechumens is increasing, the ordinances of the ° 
_ Church are by no means neglected, Bibles are multiplied among the people,andthere — 
- are at present five female candidates for baptism, all of them mothers of families.” 


Rev. C. A. Smith states, that ‘‘ A Sabbath School has been collected at Wurtem- 


_-berg during the year, which numbers 68 scholars and 13 teachers. ‘This we regard 

_ as a matter of congratulation and promise, as the attempt has never been made be- 

_ fore, and has succeeded beyond our’ expectations. ° Our Sabbath services have been, 

usually, well attended, and, at times, more than an ordinary degree of solemnity, 

_ we think, has pervaded our assemblies. Beyond this, nothing of marked and special 

importance has occurred. There are several applicants for church membership, 

_.. whom we expect to receive at our next communion. -It will be seen by comparing — 

“the present report with that of last year, that the number of individuals who have __ 
partaken of the Lord’s Supper is not so large as in the former year. This is ac- 

counted for by the fact that the weather was unpleasant on two occasions, when our _ 


communion was held in the village church. We have paid another instalment of 


_ ur-church debt during the year; and intend to make an immediate and vigorous — 
- effort for the liquidation of the balance. A house has also been erected during the 
“year by several members of the congregation, with the view of its becoming a bo . 
oe sonage, so soon as the congregation is prepared to make the purchase.” 


- Dr. Strobel informs us, that at Stuyvesant Falls, where he preaches every alternate - 


| Sabbath j in the afternoon, a neat church edifice is in Progress, 36 by 48 S fest, which 
willbe ready for consecration on Christmas day.

the Holy Spirit daring the present Synodical year. Beyond the saving influences of 


other hopeful conversions have been brought under our immediate notice. Our con-— 
gregation has partaken of the general apathy which seems to prevail among all 


_ churches‘of Christ. This melancholy trath should lead the Lord’s people to deep — 
hamility,—sincre and fervent prayer,—and a more diligent and faithful use of the 
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means of grace. The congregation contributed to the purchase of brother Stern- 
berg’s Church, in Buffalo, $90 ; to American Sabbath School Union $21; and to 
Foreign Missions $42 76. 

Rev. C. F. E. Stohlman mentions two week-day pa for poor children, one of 
them averaging from 125 to 150 children, sustained by his congregation at an ex- 
pense of about $700 per annum. The maih object of these schools is to give the 
children a religious education, and to prepare them to become useful members of the 
church and of the community. The congregation, he says, is earnestly engaged in 
collecting funds for a Missionary Church: he hopes to see in the course of the year 

_ @ new charch erected and a new congregation organized. 

Rev. J. R. Keiser remarks: ‘‘ The change in this pastoral charge, contemplated 
hae we last met, has taken place, and has been found not only practicable but bene- 
ficial in its resulis. Since each returning Sabbath has brought with it the dispensa- — 
tion of' the means of grace, there has been a more uniform attendance, and a greater 
interest manifested in the institutions of the church. Some have been ‘converted 

_ from the error of their ways,’ while others, we trust, have been built up in the faith 
of the gospel. Moneys collected and appropriated as follows : Synodical fund $5 00; 
for the purchase of brother Sternberg’s Church $25 00; to the support of our Mis- 
sionary at Buffalo $20 00; to brother Ezra Keller’s Church, Springfield, Ohio,
